lo percent of the people of the world 


hav e kept their skirts really clear of the 


present war. 
Fig uring the world’s pupa­ 


tion at 
2,234,000,000, the paper claims 


that only 221,000,000 of them are iii coun­ 


tries which hav e not been inv olv ed in the 


war since it started in September, 19 39 . It 
subtracts the population of the United 
States and Spain from the total number of 
non-belligerents. 
Its fig ure includes the people of the 
Latin American states, the Portug uese and 
Turkish 
Umpires, 
other 
moslem states 
which 
hav e 
stay ed 
out 
of 
the 
fight, 
Switzerland, Sweden, Ireland and Liberia. 
These and the 
United States are all 
non-bellig erent at the present moment. But 
hav e any of them “ kept their skirts really 
clear” of the present war? Isn’t one of 
the painful facts about this war the inabil­ 
ity of any people to remain wholly aloof? 
The liv ing standards of all civ ilized na­ 
tions hav e been affected. 
So hav e their 
current industries, 
business, 
and normal 
life. 
Of the last-named, there is probably 
more surv iv ing in the Western Hemisphere 
than rn Switzerland, Sweden, or Ireland. 
But conscription, 
mobilization, 
defense 
preparations 
on an unprecedented scale, 
and the perpetual need to fig ht propag an­ 
da, 
affect 
non-bellig erents 
and 
bel­ 
ligerents alike. 
And there is no assurance 
y et that the roll of bellig erents is complete.

TPHL process of adding one thing to an­ 
other steadily ov er a long period of 
time must inev itably produce big totals. So 
it should not be too surprising that a rural 
mail carrier, in 35 y ears on a 26-mile route, 
has trav eled about 27 5 ,000 miles.

Department g av e the President some ur­ 
g ent adv ice the other day to make public 
the fact that the Pink Star, sunk near Ice­ 
land and fly ing the Panamanian flag , was 
carry ing a four-inch gun on her deck. Sub­ 
sequently the President announced the fact 
at his press conference. 


Pi dor to that it had been a military and 
nav al secret that the Gov ernment of the 
United States had been arming Panaman­ 
ian ships. 
It was such a secret that the 
Gov ernment of Panama itself didn’t know 
it. Nor did the State Department know it 
until the time the Pink Star was sunk. 
Not ev en the Coast Guard knew it for 
a while, and almost g ot into an arg ument 
with the Panamanian ship 
sailing out of 
New York harbor the other day because 
she carried a g un on her deck. 
The Coast 
Guard had not been told at that time that 
the gun had been placed there by the U. S. 
Nav y at the direct orders of the President 
himself. 


The ships in question are the 8 0 v essels 
seized from the Ax is, 
27 of which now 
hav e been put into serv ice under the Pana­ 
manian flag . 
Panama had no objection to 
the use of its flag since the rev enue is v ery 
profitable— $1 a ton for registration. Nat­ 
urally , registration of the v essels under 
the Panamanian flag was known to the 
Panamanian Gov ernment. 
But it did not 
know the ships were sent out armed. 


This policy has come in for v ig orous 
criticism by adv isers inside the Gov ern­ 
ment on sev eral g rounds. 
One is that no 
one knew what the Nav y was doing. An­ 
other was that the crews of the merchant 
ships had no 
training in operating the 
guns. 
Thus the fact that the ships were 
armed increased their chances of being at­ 
tacked, since an armed v essel is entitled 
to no courtesies under international law. 
All of this is one reason why the Ad­ 
ministration is anx ious to chang e the neu­ 
trality act to permit lease-lend carg oes to 
be carried in American v essels, thus g et­ 
ting away from the Panamanian flag . The 
President will also ask Congress for au­ 
thority to mount guns on American mer­ 
chant v essels. 
Finally , crews are to be 
g iv en gun training. 
NOTE— Arnulfo Arias, 
President 
of 
Panama, is in the ironic position of being 
an admirer of Germany , y et it is the Pana­ 
manian v essels that are carry ing g uns aim­ 
ed ag ainst Germany . 
Arias serv ed as a 
diplomat in Germany for some y ears, and 
has giv en 
the 
State 
Department 
more 
worry 
than 
any other Latin 
American 
president.

tors. It is the old jail fev er, or 
war fev er, or camp fev er.

These associations were discov ­ 
ered in an historical incident con­ 
cerning how Rowland J encks lost 
his ears. 
He was a bookbinder 
who was brought out of jail to 
stand trial before the Chancellor 
of Ox ford Univ ersity for hav ing 
ex pressed 
unorthodox 
religious 
v iews. This was back in the day s 
of Queen Elizabeth, when not so 
much was known or ev er sus­ 
pected about the spread of disease 
by insects. 
Lice and J ail Fev er 
In the jail where J encks was 
confined had been a number of 
cases of “ jay l" fev er. J encks in 
court was a deplorably filthy fig­ 
ure; the stench from his person 
filled the room. But this was not 
unusual for a prisoner in those 
day s; they didn’t coddle prisoners. 
He was condemned to hav e his 
cars cut off. But he got a priv ate 
rev enge, because a number of the 
august members of the court and 
the spectators, fellows of the col­ 
leges of the Univ ersity , came down 
with jail fev er, contracted from 
his person. As Dr. Zinsser said in 
Ra ta , Lice a n d Histo ry 
we are 
forced to conclude that a number 
if the faculty of Ox ford were 
lousy . 
rl he disease flourishes wherev er 
crowding, filth, disruption of pop­ 
ulations, and the break down of 
hy gienic precautions occur. War 
conditions 
constitute 
an 
ideal 
preparatory field for this and 
many other diseases, as Dr. Ralph 
Major describes in his fascinating 
book Fa ta l Pa rtn ers: Wa r a n d 
Disca se, Deaths from ty phus dur­ 
ing and after the last war reached 
figures ms high as 3,000,000. 
The rat. that ancient and un­ 
wanted companion of man, has 


adapted itself well to the life work 
of spreading disease. 
About the 
middle of the Thirteenth Century 
came out of India the black rat 
(Mus rattus) with long ears and 
a glossy black coat. It was adapt­ 
able; it learned how to trav el in 
sailing v essels; it followed com­ 
merce; it established itself in the 
new commercial cities of Europe, 
killing off the local nativ e species. 
It became the world rat. 
Later came the other world rat 
—the brown rat. They are scav ­ 
engers. They liv e off filth. They 
I carry lice and fleas from house to 
house, man to man. 
Whenev er 
there is trouble, conflagration, dis­ 
ruption of sewage, abandonment 
of food supplies, rotting grain, 
this 
hardy , 
successful 
animal 
swarms out of its holes, thriv es, 
i breeds and spreads pestilence and 
j famine. 
Russia, Greece, J ugoslav ia and 
China arc today perfect breeding 
grounds for rat borne epidemics. 
I nev er see the photograph of a 
war-torn Russian v illage, but I 
see in my mind’s ey e the rats com­ 
ing out of their holes, spreading 
pestilence. In the Western Hemis­ 
phere we hav e endemic areas in 
Mex ico and 
we 
must ex ercise 
ev ery precaution in these trou­ 
blous times not to let our war- 
fev er prev ent our efforts at con­ 
trol of these fell pests.

lion at 
J,234,OOO,OOO, the paper claims 
that only 221,000,000 of them are in coun­ 
tries which have not been involved in the 
war since it started in September, 1939. It 
subtracts the population of the United 
States and Spain from the total number of 
non-belligerents. 
Its figure includes the people of the 
Latin American states, the Portuguese and 
Turkish Umpires, 
other 
moslem states 
which 
have stayed out of the fight, 
Switzerland, Sweden, Ireland and Liberia. 
These and the 
United States are all 
non-belligerent at the present moment. But 
have any of them "kept their skills really 
clear" of the present war? Isn’t one of 
the painful facts about this war the inabil­ 
ity of any people to remain wholly aloof? 
The living standards of all civilized na­ 
tions have been affected. 
So have their 
current industries, 
business, 
and normal 
life. 
Of the last-named, there is probably 
more surviving in the W estern Hemisphere 
than in Switzerland, Sweden, or Ireland. 
But conscription, 
mobilization, 
defense 
preparations on an unprecedented scale, 
and the perpetual need to fight propagan­ 
da, 
affect 
non-belligerent* 
and 
bel­ 
ligerents alike. 
And there is no assurance 
yet that the roll of belligerents is complete. 


TRAVEL VS. MILEAGE

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PRESIDENT ORDERED ARMING 
W 
ASHINGTON— Not many outside the 
White House know it, but the State 
Department gave the President some ur­ 
gent advice the other day to make public 
the fact that the Pink Star, sunk near Ice­ 
land and flying the Panamanian flag, was 
carrying a four-inch gun on her deck. Sub­ 
sequently the President announced the fact 
at his press conference. 
Prior to that it had been a military and 
naval secret that the Government of the 
United States had been arming Panaman­ 
ian ships. 
It was such a secret that the 
Government of Panama itself didn’t know 
it. Nor did the State Department know it 
until the time the Pink Star w as sunk. 
Not even the Coast Guard knew it for 
a while, and almost got into an argument 
with the Panamanian ship sailing out of 
New York harbor the other day because 
she carried a gun on her deck. 
The Coast 
Guard had not been told at that time that 
the gun had been placed there by the U. S. 
Navy at the direct orders of the President 
himself. 
Tile ships in question are the 80 vessels 
seized from the Axis, 
27 of which now 
have been put into service under the Pana­ 
manian flag. 
Panama had no objection to 
the use of its flag since the revenue is very 
profitable— $1 a ton for registration. Nat­ 
urally, registration of the vessels under 
the Panamanian flag was known to the 
Panamanian Government. 
But it did not 
know the ships were sent out armed. 
This policy has come in for vigorous 
criticism by advisers inside the Govern­ 
ment on several grounds. 
One is that no 
one knew what the Navy was doing. An­ 
other was that the crews of the merchant 
ships had no 
training in operating the 
guns. 
Thus the fact that the ships were 
armed increased their chances of being at­ 
tacked, since an armed vessel is entitled 
to no courtesies under international law. 
All of this is one reason why the Ad­ 
ministration is anxious to change the neu­ 
trality act to permit lease-lend cargoes to 
be carried in American vessels, thus get­ 
ting away from tile Panamanian flag. The 
President will also ask Congress for au­ 
thority to mount guns on American mer­ 
chant vessels. 
Finally, crews are to be 
given gun training. 
NOTE— Arnulfo Arias, 
President 
of 
Panama, is in the ironic position of being 
an admirer of Germany, yet it is the Pana­ 
manian vessels that are carrying guns aim­ 
ed against Germany. 
Arias served as a 
diplomat in Germany for some years, and 
has given the State Department more 
worry than any other Latin American 
president.

tors. It is the old jail fever, or 
w ar fever, or camp fever. 
It is 
spread by the rat, the louse and 
the flea. 
These associations were discov­ 
ered in an historical incident con­ 
cerning how Rowland Jencks lost 
his ears. 
He was a bookbinder 
who was brought out of jail to 
stand trial before the Chancellor 
of Oxford U niversity for having 
expressed 
unorthodox 
religious 
views. This was back in the days 
of Queen Elizabeth, when not so 
much was known or ever sus­ 
pected about the spread of disease 
by insects. 
Lire and Jail Fever 
In the jail where Jencks was 
confined had been a number of 
cases of “jayl” fever. Jencks in 
court was a deplorably filthy fig­ 
ure; the stench from his person 
filled the room. But this was not 
unusual for a prisoner in those 
days; they didn’t coddle prisoners. 
He was condemned to have his 
ears cut off. But he got a private 
revenge, because a number of the 
august member* of the court and 
the »pectators, fellows of the col­ 
leges of the U niversity, came down 
with jail fever, contracted from 
his person. As Dr. Zinsser said in 
Rata, Lief and History we are 
forced to conclude that a number 
af the faculty of Oxford were 
lousy. 
The disease flourishes wherever 
crowding, filth, disruption of pop­ 
ulations. and the breakdown of 
hygienic precautions occur. W ar 
conditions 
constitute 
art 
ideal 
preparatory field for this and 
many other diseases, as Dr. Ralph 
M ajor describes in his fascinating 
book Fatal Partners: War and 
Discase. Deaths from typhus dur­ 
ing and after the last w ar reached 
figures as high as 3,000,000. 
The rat. th a t ancient and un­ 
wanted companion of man, has 


adapted itself well to the life work 
of spreading disease. 
About the 
middle of the T hirteenth Century 
came out of India the black rat 
(Mus rattus) with long ears and 
a glossy black coat. It was adapt­ 
able; it learned how to travel in 
sawing vessels; it followed com­ 
merce; it established itself in the 
new commerc.al cities of Europe, 
killing off the local native species. 
It became the world rat. 
Later came the other world rat 
—the brown rat. They are scav­ 
engers. They live off filth. They 
carry lice and fleas from house to 
house, man to man. 
W henever 
there is trouble, conflagration, dis­ 
ruption of sewage, abandonm ent 
of food supplies, rotting grain, 
this 
hardy, 
successful 
anim al 
swarms out of its holes, thrives, 
breeds and spreads pestilence and 
famine. 
Russia, Greece, Jugoslavia and 
China are today perfect breeding 
grounds for ra t borne epidemics. 
I never see the photograph of a 
w ar-torn Russian village, but I 
sec in my m ind’* eye the rats com­ 
ing out of their holes, spreading 
pestilence. In the W estern Hemis­ 
phere we have endemic areas in 
Mexico 
and 
we 
m ust exercise 
every precaution in these trou­ 
blous times not to let our war- 
fever prevent our efforts at con­ 
trol of these fell pests.
